When an unusual and strange action takes 
place, the problem is to find the reason for its 
occurrence. If it happens to you, the best time 
to do your reasoning is when you are calm. For 
when you are excited, emotional, or fatigued it 
is difficult to think clearly. 

Professor Louis J. Landini said this to me: 
"It is basic in our life that there be a cause for 
any action that happens in our human world. 
The problem is to find the cause. Sometimes we 
are faced by a variety of possible causes. Often 
we find ourselves in the position where we have 
to make a choice between what is known as an 
ordinary cause or an extra-ordinary cause." 

My father, John Snell, was a miner in one of 
the coal mines of Pennsylvania. I spent my early 
boyhood in a small mining town. Mother always 
lived in the one fear that haunts the wife of 
every miner: Explosion! When I was sixteen 
there was an explosion in the mine. My father 
was among the miners trapped. 

For six days they had tried to reach the men. 
Then came the awful decision; to seal off the 
mine or not to? Mother and the other women 
pleaded with the mine officials. Finally the tears 
of the women won. I remember what the head 
of the rescue group said at that time: "At least 
we can give them a decent burial." 

So they continued for three more days and 
they reached the trapped men. There were nine 
of them including my father, and they were all 
alive! They had to be hospitalized for some time 
and it took my father almost a year to recover. 
The men credited him for their remaining alive. 
What had my father done? He spoke to the men 
and cheered them up: 

"We are fortunate in having air to breathe. 
Somewhere there is an air pocket that leads to 
this mine. If we do not run into gas then we 
can continue to live. But to live we need food 
and water. We can do without food for a long 
time. Sure, we will be starved but the rescuers 
will find us. However, we must have water. For 
without it we will die." 

When he finished speaking he took his pick 
ax and picked out a spot on the side of the 
tunnel. 



"There should be a little stream here to give 
us water." 

He was about to smash through the side of 
the wall when one of the miners stopped him 
with a warning word. 

"Don't! If you hit an underground stream 
we can all be trapped and drown." t 

But he continued cautiously and soon there 
was a trickle of water from the side of the wall. 
They could stop it by placing a rock back into 
the hole. That was the water that kept the men 
alive during those terrible days. Now you want 
to know something: How did my father know 
there was water in that spot? He didn't. He 
just hoped there would be. Call it a chance in 
a million. Or say that it was a coincidence that 
his pick ax hit that one important spot in the 
wall. This is the ordinary explanation. If you 
so desire, you can create a variety of extraor- 
dinary causes for this event. 

Now take the case of the yaj:ht MARIA which 
was sailing off the coast of Brazil in June, 1943. 
She hit a submerged obstacle and a big hole was 
ripped in her side. She started to sink. The radio 
operator started to send out an S.O.S. and found 
his set didn't work. He switched to emergency 
power with still no results. They had two life 
boats and the owner, Mr. Herbert Marshall, his 
guests, and the crew just made it. They kept 
the two life boats together by means of a rope, 
but they soon realized they were drifting out in 
the South Atlantic and they were off the regular 
shipping lanes. 

The next day a plane flew overhead and 
dropped emergency supplies. Also a message 
which read: "Rescue ship on its way." They 
were as happy as could be and also as puzzled 
as could be. How could rescue come so quickly 
when nobody had been notified about the sii*U- 

The rescue ship came and soon they were 
brought to a nearby Brazilian city. The captain 
of the rescue ship explained what had happened: 
One of his men had noticed a bottle floating 
in the water. Over went a net and they brought 
the bottle aboard the ship. The top had been 
sealed and there was no leakage. But inside 



was a note on which had been hastily scribbled 
a message. 

"We ate sinking. Help." 

In addition there was something not very 
legible about the position of the boat. Hie name 
of the boat? MARIA! So the captain sent .a 
radio message back to the mainland. A search 
plane loaded with emergency supplies quickly 
took to the air. There is only one trouble with 
this story. Not a person aboard the yacht 
MARIA had written a message for help and 
sealed it in a bottle. Who had written that 
message? So they did some searching of old 
records and this is what they found: In the year 
1902 a boat called the MARIA had vanished. 

Now figure Out your explanation. If you 
want an ordinary one then it is the long arm 
of coincidence. That message in the bottle was 
written by a member of the crew of the old 
MARIA. It must have been in the water all 
those years. Or it might have been washed 
ashore where it remained for many years and 
then back into the water. However, you can 
take your choice of other extraordinary answers 
that are possible. 

Now we come to myself. You know that my 
father's name was John Snell. I was his only 
son, Howard Snell. My experience happened 
during the war when I was stationed at an Artie 
post. My rank was that of Major. I was thus 
second in command. We received a new type 
of vehicle called Snowmobile. There were pre- 
vious inventions of half tracks and wheels that 
could navigate the frozen waste lands. Also a 
sled that went with a wind propellor. 

This could do almost anything and even stay 
afloat *n water. My orders were simple and to 
the point: 

"Try it out. If possible see if you can reach 
the North Pole with it." 

My crew consisted of three other men: Private 
Charles Donnely, Private Richard Humars, and 
Sergeant Leon Factor. We left ea,rly on a Thurs- 
day morning. The vehicle had a radio but due 
to wartime conditions we agreed not to contact 
home base unless there was an emergency. And 
then a special code signal had been arranged. 

We traveled north for an entire week. Actually 
we only used the vehicle for five hours a day. 
The rest of the time we spent checking over the 
condition of the invention and make notes to 
be uled by the army. We were getting closer to 
the North Pole. 

And then it happened. We were going to 
make camp for the rest of the day. The four of 
as were about sixty feet from the Snowmobilt 



when suddenly we saw flames shoot out from 
it. Since it also carried ammunition and ex* 
plosives, I yelled out a command. 

"Away from it as far as possible!" 

There wasn't a chance in the world to save it 
Fortunately we ran before the vehicle blew up. 
Then something strange took place. A large 
crack began to envelope us. 

"Over it on the other side," I shouted. 

None too soon did we make it. For that sec- 
tion of "land" started to move away. Had any- 
thing been left to salvage there wasn't a thing 
we could do about it. The only thing we had 
in the way of weapons was a .45 army Colt with 
one extra clip for each gun and fortunately 
that was on our persons. 

We were strandedin this frozen No Man's 
Land. Without shelter, without food, without 
any means of transportation, and for the mo- 
ment, even without hope. I had to cheer my men 
up. So I told them the story of my father. 
Private Richard Humars smiled. 

"You pick the direction, sir, and we follow. 
You find us the cache with food, snowshoes, 
and other equipment. We know you can do it." 
, I looked around the horizon and checked the 
position on my wrist compass. We would go 
southeast. I pointed in that direction. 

"See that little mound of snow. That's our 
base." 

In two hours we reached something only I 
had seen. Or did I see it? It was there all right. 
A composition snowhouse with a tin can super- 
structure. Full of food supplies, guns, ammuni- 
tion, snowshoes, a big sled, and extra clothing. 
Enough to last us almost six months. We found 
fuel in cans and set up an emergency signal flare 
just in case a plane should look for us. We took 
turns checking the sky. Five weeks later we saw 
a flight of our planes. The signal flares which 
were rags dipped in fuel oil did the trick. They 
saw us. One dipped low and we knew we 
would be saved. The next day a special plane 
equipped with skis landed and we were taken 
back to home base. 

Everything ready to save us — but who put it 
there? Just what had happened? So when the 
war was over we checked and found out that it 
was the supply base of the missing explorer, 
Sir Frederick Wingsham and his party of three. 
The year was 1936 when they were lost! Call 
it coincidence or whatever you want to, but 
notice this: Father and son were both saved 
by ? ? ? ? ?

THE GHOST GABS 



You had a hard day at the office. The boss 
himself had a tough week trying to find a miss- 
ing inventory sheet. He blamed you and yelled 
at you. Then you came home and the wife left 
a note for you, saying she had to go over to 
her sister because the baby was ill. See, I know 
all these things. You take a makeshift supper. 
Then try your best at about 11 to sleep. First 
you turn to the right, then to the left and you 
even turn the pillow over. You close your eyes 
for a few minutes, then open them. 

What's that white object on the wall? It 
seems to be getting larger and larger. Cold 
beads of perspiration start to form on your 
forehead and suddenly you hear your heart 
beating louder and louder. This is the time you 
suddenly remember it was your fault! The miss- 
ing inventory sheet is under the big green blotter 
on your desk in the office. Don't call the boss 
on the phone at 3 in the morning. 

You have more serious problems just now. 
Apologize when you get to the office — if you 
ever do get there — because that large object 
on the wall is moving closer and closer. This 
is the time to be calm. Laugh — if you can. 
Move around to the other side of the bed — 
if you can. The easiest thing in the world for 
you to dp is to turn on the electric light. 

You should have thought of that before. But 
you do it and then you laugh. There is no white 
object on the wall. Say it, I dare you to say it: 
You thought it might have been a ghost! You 
hear the key in the door and go out into the 
hall/ Your wife greets you with a big hug and 
kiss and also some cheerful news. 

"The baby is fine. You know how Jane is. 
She always panics, thought the baby swallowed 



a diaper pin. She had six and found only five. 
The missing one was under the crib." 

Then the wife stops and notices your peculiar 
appearance. 

"Darling," she continues. "You are trembling 
like a leaf. And you are as white as snow. I 
would almost say you look as though you ha,ve 
seen a ghost." 

Are you going to say NO? Don't! Stop those 
words from passing your lips. Because you did 
see a Ghost. How do I know? Well, 111 let 
you in on a secret. I happen to be the Ghost 
you saw. I'm not fooling. As a Ghost I have to 
be serious. And I can prove it for right on my 
assignment sheet, it says as follows: 

Visit John Murray at 2367 Hillside Avenue. 
Be there promptly at 11:22. Do the wall tech- 
niques. The Master Ghost." 

Would I fool you? Would I dare fool the 
Master Ghost? He's the one who makes up the 
assignment for all ghosts. It's a tough job, be- 
lieve me. I won't want it any night. He tells 
one ghost to go and haunt an alley and another 
ghost to go and haunt an old deserted house. 
A tough assignment is when he sends a ghost 
. to haunt a man about something he did in the 
past — and the man can't just remember what 
it was that -he did. 

We ghosts may not like the assignments given 
to us, but we have no choice. We must do 
exactly what we are told. Once I was told to 
haunt an old castle in the south of England. 
My assignment sheet read as follows: "Haunt 
the east wing of the Shropeshire Castle on 
Mudane Road, from January 1, 1845 to Septem- 
ber 8, 1873." 

Don't think for a minute that I am par. 



ticular about what and where I do my haunting. 
Orders are orders. But there were so many cob- 
webs in this east wing of the castle that they 
got on my white sheet. It is a rule that a Ghost 
must keep his white sheet white. You'd be 
surprised at the big laundry bill they have in 
Ghosttown just for sheets alone. The Master 
Inspector Laundry Ghost can spot a spot that 
is one millionth the diameter of a human hair. 
Then back it goes into the washing machine. 

So as 1 was saying, this was my assignment. 
I was there for two years when another Ghost 
appears. 

"What are you doing in my territory," I de- 
manded. "Rule 23-A states definitely that each 
Ghost shall stick to his district, territory, area, 
house, room, closet, wall, chat has been assigned 
to him. No other Ghost may visit during the 
assignment." 

This Ghost takes out his assignment sheet.

A man wanted 
to buy that house; he didn't believe in ghosts. 
So I used my fourth technique. The one that 
is definitely taught to us in Ghost School to 
raise the hair on a man's head. 
j You start midway down on the musical scale 
and rumble each note. I did this but to no 
effect. The man was startled, but his hair re- 
fused to stand on its roots and go straight up 
' to. show to those around him that he is scared. 
I. had him trembling but no effect the other 
way. When I sent in my report sheet to the 
Master Ghost, he didn't scold me. Just said to 
me in a sympathetic tone of voice intended to 
reassure me: 
,' '"You have only been around five centuries. 



Sort of young as Ghosts go. You still have a 
lot to learn. You can't use the hair raising tech- 
nique on a bald headed man or one that wears 
a wig." 

We do not have any names. Each of us has a 
serial number which we wear on the right wrist. 
Pardon me for a minute while I glance at 
mine. I am Q-2489. Now back to that castle 
on Mundane Road. I had one funny experience 
there. My companion ghost was T-56907. So I 
will let you in on a trade secret. 

As a human you would think we are effective 
only with people who believe in Ghosts. Can't 
do anything with those who claim we don't 
exist. Well, it is exactly the other way around. 
Because if you believe in ghosts, then anything 
will scare you. Even a white handkerchief that 
you see on top of a bureau late at night, or the 
shadow you yourself throw against a wall. But 
if you don't believe in us, we know all the 
tricks of how to upset you slightly. 

Nothing better for a Ghost than to have a 
visitor in a house or castle who says: "I don't 
believe in Ghosts. It is just plain nonsense." 
This American from a certain state, whose name 
I am not allowed to mention, comes to Eng- 
land. He is going to buy the castle. He heard 
about the Ghosts and doesn't believe in them. 
He will stay there overnight. So my partner 
and I got ready. 

We used every trick we knew. We went in- 
side the old armor and rattled it, dropped heavy 
objects all over the place and wailed all night 
long and, of course, off tune. Went up and 
down the walls, the floor and the ceiling. BJew 
out the candles. Opened and closed doors. We 
were sure he was scared. Know what he did? 
He bought that castle. He told the agent he was 
going to take it back to America and put it on 
some property he owned. He would charge peo- 
ple to visit a Haunted Castle. So brick by brick 
they took down the castle and packed it up and 
shipped it by a slow boat to America. Then they 
rebuilt it. Our assignment was to the castle. So 
we actually helped this man make a lot of money. 
Who says the life of a Ghost is uneventful? 

I have to leave you now. Nothing personal at 
all. Just remembered I have another assignment. 
Maybe you know the fellow? Bill Darley who 
lives at 67 Pinehurst Road. They have an attic 
all cluttered up with odds and ends. I am going 
up there this evening. I'll move everything 
around. It is about time they cleaned up that 
attic. It could be a fire hazard. Who says a 
Ghost hasn't a Civic Conscience?
